And on the bred day was' Mts onnet bona the II. as 
His only Brother, and Heir. And afterwardsKing Fame: the 
Second having confirmed all Officers in Place as were before, 
came into the Privy-Council. Chamber, and ſpake, ſaying 
to this effect as follows ; [That He would follow His Brothers 
Example in Clemency and Tenderneſs to" His People. That He 
2oinlld endeavour to preſerve the Government 'both m Church and 
State, 'as then 'it was by Law- Eftablifhed. That He would al- 
ways take care to Defend and Support the Church of - England: 
That He 5wouid ' never iyvade any Man's Property. That He 
would go as far as any Man in preſerving the Defence of this 
Natyon in all its juſt Rights 'and\ Laberties, | gp 
. 'This Speech by the King's Command was made Publick. 
How He hath kept His Royal Word, God knows, it be- 
cometh not me to ſay. Heh 
On February the 11th. came inthe firſt Afdreſs from 
Portſmouth Garriſon, 'and the Society of Lincolns Im, Con- 
grattlating- His Majeſties Acceſſion: to the' Throne, and 
promiſing "Obedience. And henceforwards came 'in more 
February the 48b. from Tpfwich : The Eaft India Company, 
Merchants of the Levant : The Biſhop and Clergy of 
Londen : The Tmer-Temple, Middle-Temple London, Grays-Inn, 
Portſmouth Corporation, Wells 1n Somerſetſhire, Weſtminſter, &c. 
And 6n' the'fame' day was King Charles the Second Buricd 
Privately at Weſtminſter in the Evening,

On April the 133d. 168g. King  Fames the Second, with 
Mary His Queen, were both Crowned at Fefiminfer with

Now, . preſently after. His, Majeſty came. to the Crowng 
He began to ſhew Himſelf a Papi, and openly went to 
Maſs at: His Palace at St. Famess. Notwithſtanding which, 
infiaite . numbers of Addreſſes of Congratulation were con- 
tinually. coming in unto Fis Coronation, and after. - 
On the 234. of April alſo met the Parliament called in 
' Scotland. Which being Met, did greatly Congratulate His 
Majeſties Acceſſion to the Throne, with promiſes of much 
Obedience. And. this Parliazzenr made an A to confirat 
and ſecure the Proteſtant Religion as it was then Eftabliſh- 
ed, by Arch-biſhops and Riſe ; and did promiſe in_a Let- 
ter to the King, to do their beſt to Extirpate Faxetaciſm, 
as in thoſe days They counted and called the Presbyterian 
Government. WER | 
. On May the 234. the. Enylib Parliament Met at Weft- 
miner. At what time His Majeſty renewed His Promi- 
ſes made at His firit coming to the Crown, viz. To 'main- 
zain the Church of England and the Property of 'the Subje. 
And withal gave notice. of Argyle Landed in Scotland. 
And immediately the Lords firſt, and then che Commons, 
were thankful for the King's Speech, and promiſed'zo'aflift 
him againſt Argyle; who coming in well furniſhed ' with 
Armour, Ships and Men, - as his caſe ſtood, . yet met with 
ſmall Encouragement, managed his buſineſs very meanly, 
fought Cowardly, and in a Month's time. was utterly 'rui- 
ns. and broken, Himſelf taken, : his Son- Charles ( as was 
thought ) Dead, and all his Company broken. He was 
executed on the Firlf of Fly, 1685. | 

On Tune the 13th. the Duke of Mmmouth, with two or 
three ſmall Veſſels, loaded with a good quantity. of Arms, 
and a few Men, Landed at Lyme in Dorſet-ſhirg., But againſt 
him: alſo the'; Parkamem | unanimouſly ;, zoyned,;, with- the 
Ing 0 giving Him Money. to rajl:am| Army; Declared 
the Duke of Monmouth Traytor by AG of Parkament.

Courage * But finally at Wells his Army "beginning to Plitti- 
der, and to break 2 into. Debauchery, -he ſoon after Pe-

His Foot fought well, until overpowered by the King's 
Cannens, and His Horſe and Foot all Fogothor upon'them, 
the Field was loſt; and ſoon after the Duke was Taken, 
Fely the 8:4. being hid in a Ditch; and being brought to 
Lendon, he was Bcheaded on Tower-Hill: the 15th. o 1a, 
1685, But the L—d G—y being alſo Taken, Confefſe 

Confederates, and was' Saved. 


On' Fly the 12th.,was a day of Thankſgiving for the Suc- | 


ceſs of theſe ViRtories. Richard Goodenowgh was alſo Taken, 
who after confeſſed the 'Accomplices, and faved his - Life.
